The 
index, under author and title, to 
over 7,000 books announced in the 
advertisements, appears at the end of 
the issue, starting on page 907. 
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Delayed Titles 


As usual, it has to be stressed that 
prices and dates, where given, are 
approximate, for it is too early in.the 
case of books still in the first stages 
of production for publishers to give 
firm details. As in the last issue, there 
is a list at the end of the Editorial 
Guide of over 600 titles which were 
announced in the Spring or Autumn 
export issues but have been delayed 
for whatever reason. It is in alpha- 
betical sequence of publishers, and the 
new likely publication date is given, 
together with any change of title.

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Some Suggestions 


JEE fiction season promises to be 
as interesting a one as that of the 
autumn of 1978, and featured on the 
front cover of this issue are seven of 
the novelists with new works coming, 
five of whom at any rate can be con- 
fident of a place in the bestseller lists. 
The largest print run is for the new 
John le Carré (seen bottom left), 
Smiley's People; at the time of writing, 
Hodder have put in a 10,000 reprint 
after a first printing of 80,000 with an 
additional 120,000 copies for B.C.A.

comes in second, with 70,000 copies of 
his Doctor Fischer of Geneva from 
Bodley Head, and third Richard 
Adams (middle left) with his fourth 
novel from Allen Lane, 77e Girl in a 
Swing, for which the figure of 60,000 
includes a book club edition; itis a new 
departure for the author, described as 
a haunting tale of a love affair. 

Angus Wilson (top left) has his first 
novel for seven years, Setting the 
World on Fire, coming from Secker. 
Whether sales of Iris Murdoch's 
twentieth novel Nuns and Soldiers 
from Chatto will equal those of her 
Booker winner The Sea, The Sea will 
be watched with interest. Kingsley 
Amis (middle right) has written 
another futuristic novel set in an 
England long overrun by Russia, 
which comes from Hutchinson, and 
finally J. P. Donleavy (bottom right) 
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Other established novelists with 
works due include William Trevor 
(Bodley Head), Doris Lessing (Cape), 
John Barth (Secker) Fay Weldon 
(Hodder), and Stan Barstow (Michael 
Joseph). Much interest is likely to be 
aroused in a first novel written by 
Dirk Bogarde, 4 Gentle Occupation 
from Chatto.

Non-fiction 

On the non-fiction side the season can- 
not be said to be an outstanding one. 
No biographies of bestseller potential 
seem to stand out—unless Barbara 
Castles Diaries, now due from 
Weidenfeld, turn out to be particularly 
revealing. One certain top seller, how- 
ever, will be The Sunday Times Book 
of the Countryside for which Mac- 
donald General are doing 40,000 for 
the U.K. trade, plus 60,000 for book 
clubs and an American edition. There 
is a new book from Thor Heyerdahl, 
Tigris, for which Allen & Unwin are 
doing 30,000 copies, including book 
clubs. Michael Joseph are promoting 
as a new title Muriel Foster's Fishing 
Diary, a much larger and more 
attractive version than Days оп Sea, 
Loch and River, and are printing 
20,000 copies (see the slipcase on the 
left). After his volume on Zslands, 
John Fowles writes about the mysteries 
of Stonehenge for Cape, with, doubt- 
less, suitably brooding photographs. 
Nostalgia is served by Weidenfeld s 
collection of newly discovered photo- 
graphs of country house life from the 
1850s to the 1930s, A Country House 

amera. 


Television tie-ins 


The topic of the season would seem to 
be the Vikings. The major British 
Museum exhibition, to run for five 
months, opens on 14th February; and 
some 10 titles are being published to 
coincide with it; some of them are 
featured on page 19. The Bodley 
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Head offering Vikings!, by Magnus 
Magnusson, is co-published with BBC 
Publications and ties in with a tele- 
vision series presented by the author. 

Other books associated with major 
television series include one by Yehudi 
Menuhin on The Music of Man, for 
which Macdonald General are doing 
25,000 for the U.K. trade with a book 
club edition as well; David Atten- 
borough on The Spirit of Asia (see 
BBC Publications) already started; 
and A. J. P. Taylor on Revolutions and 
Revolutionaries (Hamish Hamilton).

Paperbacks, and of Sean O'Casey's 
(see Macmillan London and Colin 
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Smythe); the 150th anniversary cele- 
brations of Stephenson's Rocket and 
the Liverpool and Manchester Rail- 
way (see BBC Publications and 
Robert Hale in the Social History

Crawford (July, £9-50) by Peter 
Zwart is an examination of the life of 
Virginia Crawford, including her part 
in the ruin of Sir Charles Dilke, whom 
she cited in her divorce case, and 
tracing her life and friendships after 
this event. Very Special Admiral 
(July, £8-95) by Patrick Beesly is the 
first biography of the head of Naval 
Intelligence in the Second World War, 
John Godfrey. 


Sage: A Life of J. D. Bernal by 
Maurice Goldsmith, which 
Hutchinson will publish in April at 
£8-95, reviews the life and achieve- 
ments of the brilliant scientist who 
was, among other things, scientific 
adviser to Lord Mountbatten when the 
latter was Chief of Combined Oper- 
ations during the Second World War. 
In his volume of memoirs, Change 
and Fortune (April, £15), Douglas Jay 
summons up life on the Left of British 
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politics over the last three decades. 

On 3151 December 1941, author 
Dennis Wheatley was recruited into a 
small but highly secret department in 
the offices of the War Cabinet. In The 
Deception Planners (June, £6-95), he 
gives a day-to-day account of the men 
and work of this extraordinary de- 
partment. In her autobiography Stand 
By Your Man (February, £5.95), 
Tammy  Wynette tells how she 
emerged from а life marked by 
tragedy to become country music's 
most successful star.

April sees Gollancz’s publication of 
High Mountains, Cold Seas: A Bi- 
ography of H. W. Tilman (£7-50), 
written by J. R. L. Anderson, who tells 
the personal story of one of the last 
great adventurers: an officer in two 
world wars, a mountaineer, a mariner 
and polar explorer who tragically dis- 
appeared in 1978, at the age of 79, on 
yet another trip to the Antarctic. A 
different kind of courage was shown 
by Eileen Simpson, whose Reversals: 
A Personal Account of Victory over 
Dyslexia (February, £6-95), is the first 
autobiographical account of the chal- 
lenges and traumas of growing up 
dyslexic. 

Nijinsky and The Last Years of 
Nijinsky (April, £8-50) by Romola 
Nijinsky, the wife of the great dancer, 
is a one-volume reissue coinciding 
with Paramount’s major film of his 
life. Blitz Doctor: Memoirs of Josef 
Trueta (May, £7:50) describes the life 
of a major medical innovator who 
saved countless lives with a new treat- 
ment of war wounds, and Basil David- 
son’s Special Operations Europe 
(May, £7:95) describes his fighting 
with Partisan groups in occupied 
Europe to defeat Nazism. 

The Stronger Sex: The Story of the 
Pearsall Smith Family (June, £8-50) 
recounts the lives of three generations 
of remarkable women writers closely 


related to the Bloomsbury Group, and 
is by Barbara Strachey, the niece of 
Lytton Strachey. Willie Gavin, Crof- 
ter Man (May, £7-50), by David Kerr 
Cameron, follows one man’s comfort- 
less struggle to secure a living from his 
land. Alan Stewart also describes a 
battle with the elements in Birdman 
(June, &6-50), the story of his at- 
tempts to gain muscle-powered flight; 
while Storm and Sorrow in the High 
Pamirs (June, £7-50) is Robert W. 
Craig’s account of a disastrous moun- 
taineering expedition organised by the 
Soviet Union. 


For some 20 years Louis MacNeice 
was a writer-producer in the Features 
Department of the BBC, which he 
joined in 1941, feeling dissatisfied with 
his career as an academic. He con- 
tributed to its wartime work, developed 
his own kinds of radio feature; added 
to its post-war lustre and stayed 
through its decline. Louis MacNeice in 
the BBC (May, #12:50) by Barbara 
Coulton coming from Faber, con- 
tributes not only to the understanding 
of MacNeice’s work but also to the 
cultural history of Britain during the 
war and the years immediately after it. 
_In contrast, two autobiographies by 
distinctly “country” authors also 
appear on Faber’s list. Especially since 
the publication of The Complete Book

of Self-Sufficiency, John Seymour's 
fame has spread to a wider audience, 
many of whom will also be familiar 
with The Fat of the Land and I'm a 
Stranger Here Myself in which he 
describes the life he and his family 
made for themselves in Suffolk and 
Wales. In On My Own Terms (March, 
£6-95), a new version of a book which 
first appeared in 1963, he describes 
how his personality and values formed 
themselves during a wandering early 
manhood which began when, at the 
age of 20, he left England for Africa. 
In Garden in the Hills (March, £5-95), 
her second book about life in a remote 
corner of Wales, Elizabeth West 
describes how she and her husband 
made a garden on a windswept moor- 
land 1,000 feet above sea level.

The Invisible Jew: The Story of One

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story of a Jewish family's determin- 
ation to survive the Third Reich under 
an assumed name and false identity 
simply by living as non-Jews. The 
German edition was acclaimed by the 
Times Literary Supplement. 

In March Sidgwick publish Aline 


(£7.95) by Carole Klein, the bi- 
ography of an extraordinary woman 
who achieved fame as a theatrical 
designer and notoriety for her bizarre 
affair with Thomas Wolfe, a man 20 
years her junior. Carole Klein had 
access to their unpublished corre- 
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spondence. Also coming in March is 
This House of Sky: Landscapes of a 
Western Mind (£7-95) by Ivan Doig. 
Time Magazine heralded the book by 
saying: “Ivan Doig is а real writer ... 
robust and sensitive." April has Un- 
american Lady (£8-95) by Jane Fos- 
ter, the autobiography of a college- 
educated girl from a good, conser- 
vative American family who, like 
many members of her generation, 
joined the Communist party in 1938. 


In February from W. H. Allen comes 
Dizzy, the autobiography of jazz 
genius, John Birks, alias “Dizzy” 
Gillespie. As well as his own remi- 
niscences, it includes contributions 
from other great names in the jazz 
world. In March, on a different note, 
W. H. Allen present The Scandal of 
Syrie Maugham (£6-95) by Gerald 
McKnight, who investigates the fate of 
a woman who lost her man to another 
man. April sees the publication of 
Nobody Else is Perfect (£6-95) by 
Charles Hennessy, which the author 
himself describes as “fiction, thinly 
disguised as autobiography”. In fact, 
this is Hennessy’s account of his 
career in advertising. In June, Our 
Admiral (£7-50) by Charles Beatty is 
the biography of David Beatty, Ad- 
miral of the Fleet. 
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Woburn and the Russells (£8-50) by 
Georgiana Blakiston, coming from 
Constable, is the story of the Russells, 
Dukes of Bedford, and their great 
house, Woburn Abbey. Also for sum- 
mer publication is a biography of 
Christina Rossetti — (£1-50) by 
Georgina Battiscombe. In Victorian 
Visionaries (£1-95) Brenda Colloms 
has written a composite biography of 
the early Christian Socialists whose 
movement began in 1848—a strictly 
non-political pressure group—and 
whose leader was John Frederick 
Denison Maurice, an Anglican clergy- 
man. In a new biography of Marie- 
Antoinette (£7-50), Desmond Seward 
lays special emphasis on the fact that 
as an Austrian the French never took 
her to their hearts; yet as soon as she 
was dead she became as much revered 
as she had once been detested. Nic- 
holas Wollaston’s The Man on the Ice 
Cap (£7-95) is about August Cour- 
tauld who, in 1930 at the age of 26 
and already an experienced traveller, 
set out with Gino Watkins to map 
Greenland’s east coast and central ice 
cap, an expedition made under ex- 
treme conditions. 


In Duke of Deception (March, £6-50) 
due from Hodder, Geoffrey Wolff has 
written a memoir of his father, which 


they describe as harrowing at times 
but warm, moving and often very 
funny. His father was a con man and 
swindler who believed in his own 
stories and outrageous schemes. Hon- 
oria Lawrence was the wife of Sir 
Henry Lawrence, the hero of Luck- 
now and administrator of the Punjab, 
and during her years in India kept 
journals, which depict the life of a 
British woman in the years preceding, 
during and immediately after the 
Mutiny. The Journals of Honoria 
Lawrence (£9-95), by her descendant 
Sir John Lawrence, will be published 
in July. 

Keen racegoers should be delighted 
with The Life and Times of Sir 
Gordon Richards (June, £6-50), by 
Michael Seth-Smith. The Sheep of 
Dolgwili (July, £5-50), by R. S. 
Fayers, is an account of how the 
author and his wife, rather late in life, 
began sheep farming on a small- 
holding in West Wales, and of the 
characters, both four-footed and two-, 
they became involved with, and of the 
rigours and pleasures of their lives.

1 May Hamish Hamilton publish 
A. J. P. Taylor’s new book Revolu- 
tions and Revolutionaries: From 
Jacobinism to Bolshevism (£7-95). 
Based on Professor Taylor’s television 
lectures, the book deals with the revo- 
lutionary tradition in Europe which 
began with the fall of the Bastille and 
ended with the establishment of 
Bolshevism in Russia. Gascony: 
England's First Colony 1204—1453 
(February, £9-95) is an account by 
medieval historian Margaret Wade 
Labarge. 


Cape announce for April The Russian 
Empire (£8-95), a collection of nearly

£4-50) is a first novel by the Swedish 
stained-glass artist Bo Beskow and is 
set in the ark of Noah as it drifts over 
the desolate waters of the Flood. 
Explicitly sensual, it draws extensively 
if sometimes mischievously on biblical 
sources. Another first novel by а 
writer with a reputation in other fields 
is Dutch Treat (July, £5-50) by the 
Welsh explorer and navigator Tristan 
Jones, whose first book The Incredible 
Voyage was a bestseller in Britain and 
America. His novel takes place 
against the sombre background of 
Dunkirk and the Blitzkrieg in June 
1940. 


Secker & Warburg have the first 
Angus Wilson novel for seven years, 
Setting the World on Fire (July, 
£6-50), which tells the story of two 
contrasting brothers who strive in 
their different spheres to make their 
mark on the world in the changeable 
post-War era from 1948 to 1969. 
Melvyn Bragg's tenth novel, Kingdom 
Come (March, £6.50), completes his 
trilogy begun in The Hired Man and 
continued with А Place in England. 
Set in Cumbria, London and New 
York in the '70s Kingdom Come 
places three men in their thirties in 
relation to four generations of their 
family. 

John Barth's Letters: A Novel 
(April, £8-50), the first novel for ten 
years from this American author, is a 
revival of the epistolary form: its seven 
bizarre letter-writers create a “comic 
and extensive panorama". How Far 
Can You Go? by David Lodge (April, 
£5.50) shows a quarter-century of 
English life through the experiences of 
a group of contemporaries, students in 
the '50s and, some of them, parents 
of students in the '70s. Alberto 
Moravia's Time of Desecration (May, 
£5-90) is another satire on bourgeois 
morals. 

The Girl Green as Elderflower 
(May, £5.50), latest novel by Ran- 
dolph Stow winner of the 1979 Patrick 
White Award, is a mixture of myth 
and reality set in Suffolk in the sixties. 
A. N. Wilson, winner of the John 
Llewellyn Rhys Award for his first 
novel The Sweets of Pimlico, has 
written The Healing Art (May, 
£5.50). 

Nigel Williams, whose first novel 
My Life Closed Twice won the Somer- 
set Maugham Award for Fiction in 
1978, follows up with Jack Be Nimble 
(March, £5-50), a satirical look at the 
idiosyncracies of a circle of close 
friends in contemporary London.

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Lizard's Tail (March, £5-90) is a 
novel of the supernatural by Marc 
Brandel, the author of The Man Who 
Liked Women, while Runaway Horses 
(June, £4-50) traces the tense and ulti- 
mately violent relationship between 
two holidaying couples and is by best- 
selling German author Martin Walser.

A well-con- 
nected young Russian cavalry officer 
becomes involved in a conspiracy to 
topple the Soviet government of Bri- 
tain and return the country to its 
native population. 

Creator by Jeremy Leven (April,

the most original novels to appear for 
years". A set of highly inventive 
variations on the theme of Creation, it 
is, Hutchinson believe, destined for the 
same kind of success as such off- 
beat bestsellers as Garp and Ragtime. 
Richard Cox, author of Sam 7 and 
Auction, has set his new novel, The 
Time It Takes (April, £5-95), in the 
Congo in the chaos that followed 
independence. 

John Howlett's new work is about 
the dangers inherent in nuclear power: 
Hutchinson say that Maximum 
Credible Accident coming in June at 
£5.95, reveals "disturbing new 
evidence about the present generation 
of nuclear stations and also about 
plang for the new Fast Breeder Reac- 
or”. 

Written by the son and heir of the 
Marquess of Bath, Alexander Thynn, 
Pillars of the Establishment (May, 
£5-95) is a satire on today’s aris- 
tocracy, set in-a historic mansion in 
the West of England. Clare Rayner's 
new novel Reprise (February, £5-95) 
is a story of romance and mystery 
about a successful woman jazz pianist 
confronted with the truth about her 
pas 


The second book in Doris Lessing's 
novel-sequence “Сапориѕ in Argos” 
The Marriages Between Zones Three, 
Four and Five (£5-95) is coming from 
Cape. Miss Lessing describes the book 
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as a distillation of all she has ever 
written about the ancient war between 
men and women. In Old Love (March, 
£5.95) Nobel winner Isaac Bashevis 
Singer explores the varieties of 
wisdom gained with old age and 
especially those that teach how to 
love. His 18 stories reach from Miami 
Beach to the Golan Heights. Also 
due in March in a reissue of The 
Family Moskat, Singer's chronicle of 
Jewish family life in Warsaw from the 
beginning of the century to the in- 
vasion of Poland in 1939 (£6.95). 
Nadine Gordimer's collection of short 
stories, 4 Soldier's Embrace, comes 
in April (£4-95). 

Cape welcome to their list one of 
Canada's leading novelists, Margaret 
Atwood, with Life Before Man 
(March, £5.95). It is the story of a 
woman caught in a bizarre romantic 
triangle who finds escape in a pre- 
historic dreamlife where dinosaurs 
ramble through Jurassic swamps. 
This month brings Old Soldiers 
(£4-50) by Paul Bailey, who has 
recently added the George Orwell 
Memorial Prize to his already 
impressive list of distinctions: he was 
the first recipient of the E. M. Forster 
Award, a winner of the Arts Council 
Award for the best first novel between 
1963 and 1967 and the Somerset 
Maugham Award. This latest work 
portrays two drastically unlike elderly 
men who meet and discover that both 
of their nightmares hark back to the 
Somme. 

In July comes a first novel called 
Lamb (£4.50) by the Irish writer 
Bernard MacLaverty, whose Secrets 
and Other Stories won a Scottish Arts 
Council Award in 1977. Lamb con- 
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cerns a priest who, with the purest of 
intentions, takes an epileptic young 
boy away from an Irish borstal to give 
him a new life which leads only to 
tragedy. Another first novel comes 
from Julian Barnes, now Deputy 
Literary Editor of the Sunday Times. 
Metroland (March, £4-95) is a study 
of two adolescent boys, “well calcu- 
lated to make one stop, puzzle, laugh 
and reconsider the state of being 
grown up" Cape say. 

To coincide with the publication of 
Will Wyatt's unmasking of the sec- 
retive author, B. Traven, whose books 
sold 25 million copies throughout the 
world, three of Traven's most remark- 
able novels are being reissued in a 
single volume: The Treasures of B. 
Traven (May, £7.50) contains The 
Treasure of the Sierra Madre, The 
Bridge in the Jungle and The Death 
Ship. All Elizabeth Bowen's short 
stories for the first time are brought 
together in a single volume. Angus 
Wilson has written the introduction to 
The Collected Stories of Elizabeth 
Bowen, which wil be published in 
May at £7-50. 


Allen Lane have Richard Adams' 
fourth major novel, The Girl in a 
Swing (May, £5-95) which is set, like 
Watership Down, in the Berkshire 
countryside. This, however, is the 
“haunting and haunted tale, set in the 
early 1970s, of a passionate love- 
affair, beautiful but at the same time 
threatened by a supernatural dimen- 
sion”. 

J. P. Donleavy’s Schultz (March, 
£5.95) describes, in his publisher's 
words, “Ше coming of age of Sigmund 
Franz ‘Isadorable’ Schultz to arise a 
two-fisted go-getting sock ‘em-dead 
Impresario of London's West End... 
until he meets his match in the person 


of the eccentric Lady Lulu Lul- 
labyebaby". Another March title is 
Walter Wangerin Jr.’s The Book of 
The Dun Cow (£4.95) hailed іп 
America as an important contribution 
to the world of fantasy writing. 

Love, etc. (June, £5.95) is Bel 
Kaufman's second novel, 15 years 
after her bestseller Up the Down Stair- 
case. It is both a story of a love affair 
and an account of a mature woman's 
potential for growth. In The Beggar 
Maid (April, £4-95), winner of the 
1979 Governor General's Award, 
Canada's highest literary prize, Alice 
Munro takes her heroine Rose's life 
through 10 interlocking stories. 

Julia O'Faolain's No Country for 
Young Men (May, £5.95) is, Allen 
Lane say, a "devastating novel of con- 
temporary Ireland and starts at the 
time of the Irish civil war in the 
1920s". In Leaves of the Banyan Tree 
(May, £5-50) Albert Wendt portrays 
post-colonial Polynesia, and Graham 
Swifts The Sweep Shop Owner 
(April, £5-50) is a first novel exploring 
a doomed triangle of husband, wife 
and daughter. 


Deutsch’s lead title is the new novel by 
Marilyn French, author of The 
Women's Room which has sold more 
than 500,000 copies in hard and 
paperback in the British market alone. 
The Bleeding Heart (April, £5-95) is 
described as a novel with a strong 
erotic charge which conveys movingly 
how liking and understanding can 
develop between two human beings, 
*but in its power to provoke feeling 
and serious thought it is as forceful as 
The Women's Room". 

Problems by John Updike (May, 
£5-95) is a collection of stories dealing 
with human dilemmas which the New 
York Times said “call us back from 
the play of wit to remind us of the 
human costliness of an everyday 
situation”. The Last Safari (June, 
£5.95) is by an American writer 
Deutsch say in the Hemingway tra- 
dition, Richard Rhodes. The picares- 
que novel is well set in Ireland and 
Michael Curtin’s The Self-Made Men 
(May, £5.95) may lead critics to 
compare it with early Donleavy. 

Alexis Parnis is a Greek who fled to 
Soviet Russia during the second war 
and lived there for thirteen years.

Alexander Kent’s new Bolitho adven- 
ture is Stand Into Danger, coming 
from Hutchinson in March at £5-95. 
As a newly-appointed third lieutenant 
on board the frigate “Destiny” 
Richard Bolitho faces the hazards of 
treason and piracy on a secret mission 
in the Caribbean. 

Creek Mary's Blood (March, 
£5.95) by Dee Brown—author of 
Bury My Heart at Wounded Knee— 
tells the story of four generations of 
American Indians from Georgia and 
the Carolinas in the middle of the 18th 
century to the far West at the turn of 
the 20th. 


Hale's historical list is headed by the 
eighth volume in Jean Plaidy’s **Plan- 
tagenet" saga, The Follies of the King 
(March, £5-50), the story of Edward 
IPs shameful reign which culminated 
in the revolt of the barons and one of 
history’s most horrific murders. Also 
set in the Plantagenet period is Second 
Son by Denise Morgan (July, £5-25), 
the story of enmity between a father 
and son in the time of Warwick’s 
power.

one of the 5th-century kings of Britain, 
who possessed many powers, all of 
them evil, a theme which recurs in her 
Shadow of Samain (March, £4-60), a 
novel of love and witchcraft set in 
16th-century Sussex, dominated by 
the brooding figure of the Long Man 
of Wilmington. 

Among characters pre-eminently 
popular in historical fiction is Robert 
Dudley, Earl of Leicester, the prota- 
gonist of Joanna Dessau's Cock Robin 
(May, £5.25). The fifth novel in Julia 
Hamilton's highly successful 
“Habsburg” series, The Habsburg 
Inheritance, is coming in May at 
£5-25: it is the story of the contest for 
the crown of the Holy Roman Em- 
pire, contended for by King Charles 
of Spain, Francis of France, Luis of 
Hungary and Henry VIII of England. 
Pamela Hill’s Fire Opal (June, £6-25) 
is an unusual story on the theme of 
half-remembered previous lives, link- 
ing a pair of lovers during the great 
siege of Malta in 1565 and their 
reincarnation during Victorian times. 

There are mysteries too in Pamela 
Bennetts’ Amberstone (March, £4-60), 
a novel of a family to which once 
every 50 years a child is born who is 
not as other children; in The Wind 
Jrom Hastings (March, £5-50) by 
Morgan Llywelyn, a novel of the fate 
of Edyth, queen to Harold of England, 
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and her children after 1066; and in /, 
The Maid (May, £5-25) by Maureen 
Peters, an investigation of the fascina- 
ting problems associated with the 
career of Joan of Arc. 

Running Thursday (May, £4-75) 
by Phyllis Hastings, tells of outcast 
children in Ashdown Forest during the 
reign of James II, while groups of 
equally determined people feature in 
Jan Westcott’s A Woman of Quality 
(February, £550), a story of upstairs 
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and downstairs іп 19th-century 
Amsterdam, and in Helga Moray's 
Beacon of Gold (May, £5-50), the 
continuing story of the indomitable 
Katie O'Neill in the harsh environ- 
ment of South Africa's gold and 
diamond fields. 


Collins publish Catherine Dupre's new 
departure into historical fiction, 
Gentleman's Child (April, £5-95), an 
Edwardian family saga the film rights 
in which have already been pur- 
chased. The seventh novel in Philippa 
Carr's series *Daughters of England" 
is also published this season: The 
Song of the Siren (February, £5-95) 
deals with the times of Queen Anne. 
Also coming is the second volume of 
William Rayner’s historical trilogy, 
Knave of Swords (May, £5-75). 


Leading Hodders list is Graham 
Shelbys The Cannaway Concern, 
second volume in his l8th-century 
family saga (May, £5-95). From one 
of Scotland's leading historical novel- 
ists, Nigel Tranter, comes David the 
Prince, the story of David I of Scot- 
land (March, £6-25). The Grey Wing 
by Eilis Dillon is set in the 1780s, 
against the background of Ireland and 
France in revolt (July, £5.95). 

The Jade Alliance by Elizabeth 
Darrell is also set in the 18th century, 
and follows the fortunes of a group of 
characters at work in the iron industry 
in the Birmingham of that time 
(March, £5.95). The latest novel by 
Anna Gilbert is Flowers For Lilian 
(June, £5-25), and out this month, 
Fitzempress’ Law is a first novel by 


Diana Norman, a timeshift story in 
which three modern teenagers find 
themselves in the reign of Henry II 
(£5-95). 


Claire Lorrimer’s Chantal is 
Arlington’s leading title. It completes

The story of 
the development of orchestral instru- 
ments is related in The Music Lover's 
Guide to the Instruments of the 
Orchestra (March, £7-95) by Madeau 
Stewart. Music critic Karen Monson 
has drawn on a wealth of recent 
research for her biography of Alban 
Berg (£9-50). 


There is a strong emphasis on Mahler 
in Faber's music list this spring. 
February sees a new edition of Donald 
Mitchell’s study Gustav Mahler: The 
Early Years (£12-95), which was first 
published by Rockliff in 1958. It 
reappears in a new format uniform 
with that of Dr Mitchell’s later 
Gustav Mahler: The Wunderhorn 
Years and equipped with a substantial 
appendix updating and augmenting 
the original text. The following month 
comes Gustav Mahler: An Intro- 
duction to his Music (£4-50, paper 
£3), a new and expanded edition of a 
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monograph first published by the BBC 
in 1960 by one of Mahler’s most 
learned and enthusiastic champions, 
the late Deryck Cooke. Then in June 
comes Natalie Bauer-Lechner’s Recol- 
lections of Gustav Mahler (£8-50), the 
first edition in English of one of the 
most important early memoirs of the 
composer. 

In A New History of the Organ 
(February, £15) Dr Peter Williams 
provides the first comprehensive 
survey in any language of this huge 
and singularly complex subject. The 
Letters of Claudio Monteverdi (June, 
£27-50), edited, translated and 
annotated by Denis Stevens, provide 
an unrivalled picture of the life of a 
busy composer in troubled times. 

Faber also announce the third 
edition of a well-established title in 
their “Great Composers” series— 
Imogen Holst’s Britten (February, 
£3-95). Miss Holst worked with 
Britten for some 24 years and writes 
about his life and works with special 
sympathy and insight. In this new 
edition she continues her account of 
both up to his death in 1976. 


Coming from Oxford are The Latin 
Tinge: The Impact of Latin American 
Music on the United States (June, 
£8-95) by John Storm Roberts, which 
tells the story of the influence of Latin 
American Music on every aspect of

£20). Each volume is self-contained, 
with lists of musical sources and 
references, a glossary and index. 
Gabriele Baldini’s The Story of 
Giuseppe Verdi (July, £14-50, paper 
£4-95) has been edited and updated by 
Roger Parker. 


A Companion to Twentieth Century 
Opera (£9.50) written by George 
Martin and published by Gollancz in 
April, contains essays relating to the 
development of new approaches in 
modern opera, synopses of 78 operas 
by 22 conductors and a look at the 
repertoires of the Met., Covent 


Garden, La Scala and many other 
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leading opera houses. Conductors on 
Record (July, £15) compiled by J. L. 
Holmes, is both an encyclopedic 
history of recordings of orchestral and 
operatic music, and a critique of the 
greatest conductors. 


In March from John Calder comes 
Graham Wade's critical history of the 
music and personalities of the guitar, 
from Milan and Sor to Tarrega, and 
Williams. Traditions of the Classical 
Guitar (£12-50), the publishers say, 
is the first book to look at this most 
popular instrument’s performers and 
repertoire in such detail—a special 
feature is the chronological disco- 
graphy. Andres Briner’s Раш 
Hindemith is a definitive biography 
that looks in detail at the composer’s 
life and work, particularly from his 
move to America in 1939 to his death. 

In April the first of four titles of the 
“English National Opera Guides” will 
be published (£4-95 and £2-50): these 
are Aida, La Cenerentola, The Magic 
Flute and Fidelio. Each guide, edited 
by Nicholas John of the E.N.O., 
contains a plot summary, bilingual 
libretto, thematic guide, critical essay, 


composer biography, background 
notes, illustrations, bibliography and 
discography. 


The first two titles in the 20-volume 
*History of Opera" series will be 
published in June. These are Leslie 
Orrey's Opera in the High Baroque 
(£9.95), which covers the age of

From Macmillan London this month 
comes Understanding Music (£7-95, 
paper £4.95) by James Glennon, an 
uncomplicated guide to the world of 
music, with photographs, drawings 
and diagrams. It describes the history 
of musical instruments, forms and 
structures, and includes a glossary of 
terms and a biographical encyclo- 
pedia of 600 composers. 


Heading Marion Boyars’ music list is 
a new work by John Cage, Empty 
Words (May, £1-95). In this, his first 
book since M seven years ago, John 
Cage provides a kaleidoscope of 
anecdotes, and epigrams, some of 
them written by the author, some of 
them found by him in Finnegans’ 
Wake by James Joyce. July sees the 
publication of In Search of the Blues: 
An African Quest (£6-95) by Samuel 
Charters, author of Legacy of the 
Blues. This is a record of his extensive 
travels to West Africa where he 
listened to natives making music. The 
same month sees the publication of 
Dvorak (£6-95) by Hans-Hubert 
Schónzeler, ап introduction to 
Dvorak's music. 


Henry Raynors Music in England 
(June, 7-50), coming from Robert 
Hale, is a complete history of the 
subject from Dunstable, Power and 
medieval music, through the work of 
Byrd and Purcell, Handel, Arne and 
Elgar, to the work of contemporary 
composers. All aspects of the subject 
are covered: performances, con- 
ductors, instruments and concert halls. 


From Robson Books in March comes 
а collection of Klemperer Stories

Derek Jewell, jazz and popular music 
critic of The Sunday Times, has long 
been in close contact with the chang- 
ing rhythms of the popular music 
world, and the result is The Popular 
Voice (March, £7.95) а musical 
record from Deutsch of the sixties 
and seventies.

In Chaucer Songs (March, £8), pub- 
lished by D. S. Brewer, Nigel Wilkins 
presents a performing edition of 10 of 
Chaucer's lyrics which may originally 
have been intended for use with extant 
music. 


Orbis will publish a new edition of the 
biography of the Czech composer 
Leos Janacek (£10) by Jaroslav 
Vogel in July. 


In May Frederick Muller publish Men 
Behind the Baton: An A-Z of 
Conductors (£9-95) by Robin May, a 
guide detailing not only the lives and 
work of the conductors but the history 
and function of conducting, together 
with a select discography. In May also 
comes Triumphant Brass (£8-95) by 
Times music correspondent Cyril 
Bainbridge, which looks at the history 
in Britain of the brass band movement 


and surveys the many contemporary 
contests and recordings. Norman 
Kay’s The Choral Tradition in 
Britain (May, £8-95) traces the 
development of choral singing. 


The fourth British Museum Yearbook, 
from British Museum Publications 
(212-50) has the subtitle “Music and 
Civilisation” and a list of distinguished 
contributors.
